Ktuilci sailors behaved o orreotly and replied t* questions politsly, 
but shortly and reaervsdly. Ihsy tried to lead ths conversation to innocent 
subjects as quickly os possible. At the sums tin* they maintained they could 
discuss every thing without any control* Lithuanian and Latvian sailors be- 
haved nwoh acre freely* Several described their Russian poll truss In unflat- 
tering teres *t the rsry first opportunity. It also happened that oh the 
third day our representatives became involved with Soviet Sabas ey super- 
visors In rather acrimonious iisoussieme* The Latvians and Lithuanians 
teeaed to like this and thsy shook hands vita considerable warath when 
•syipi good bye* It was also Interesting to note that they were no longer 
aaxisAsly silent and afraid of their superiors as was ths case during 
earlier Soviet naval visits to Stockholm. Yeung sailors bshaved with con- 
siderable stlf^oenfideno*, even arrogantly, towards t ho. pal it r aka. The 
latter could be easily reoegalsed, they Lars at tie ir breast a spsolal 
mark, a rhoab with a pentagromms In it* this indie at as they are graduates 
of the political department of tbe Faval deadest? (their official title:

This was toes thing Use/ Russ Uni had not expeot'ed and were unprepared for* 
Soviet Sabas sy officials, too, seemed to be helpless and afraid and it was 
evident the situation was out of their control. this is the oause of the 
bitterness of ths tpeolal e or respondents of "Isvestia* and their positive 
hatred towards us hare* At any rattj this wgs an excellent training bofet 
for oar people in preparation for Belslnkl*

stems to refer more to the Latvian Aid Committee lying in another pert 
ef the town. Possibly some local agent has teld the "Xsvestla" reporter 
about It. fhd feota about Dr ,NEalnIn»h r the Bel tie OeamdUee and Hr* Her- 
bert tspfers ere , of course, alee Ineorrset. Far insiaaoe, Hr. Tepfera 
lives la Stockholm enjoying social aid from Sweden: he Is e so- eel led ”ar* 
ohive workers*, i.e*, employed oa the tarns basis at Swedish white-collar 
workers who for some reason - bad health, tie. - cannot find employment in 
the free labour market. The only problem Is why the mi x-wp occurred • dell- 
teev ought not to have had any difficulties with establishing the true facte 
either with the help of the Soviet Embassy or by other sources, concerning 
all Baltic organisations here, their mutual relations, etc. He oonld then 
have lamobed his attaok with better-ooatrolled and correct information.

But they find fell "understand- 
iat;" and encourage meat from influential reactionary group* In Sweden who 
serve big capital* - th* foremost among tb*m the bourgeois Conservative 
party. 

It finanaei the publication in Bwedea of emigres newspapers and book- 
lets, th* organisation of enterprises oiming at encouraging and inspiring 
anew the et&gnat Jag a* rj^a*; ex gw lew lien** 'failing to pieoe* because of 
quarrelling. Special Bi 11 * are subedited to the pari iaoao t. Our lag election 
campaigns there are direct appeals to the t»i grass to vete for the Bight. 

It all shows that the new leaders of that party here not given up bank- 
rupt polity but jw eat to strengthen their dirty tits even store , As the Swed- 
ish pres* reports, aa BstcDian branch of the party was recently founded in 
Stockholm on the initiatlre of the gsxty Coniarratire leaders, the initia- 
tive of the Swedish reactionaries elms at achieving a legal lea t ion as a 
recognised political force of those who to date bare net achieved any offi- 
cial recognition. 

ire we permitted to ask: what do the Swedish Conservatives ex? sot? 

They know well that they are putting their stakes on bankrupts who 

here lost their footing* The true aim of the Conservatives is to erploit 
every means feed thus to incite anti -Soviet moods in Sweden and to harm 
the Seedl sn* Soviet friendship. But this is a gae* without any perspective. 
The broad nesses of the Swedish society support co-op* rat ion In the future 
between the two countries, to achieve an International dd tents end to 
strength** political neutrality. They do not approve of the aotivUes of 
those who interfere with this policy.
